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I was asked by way of your letter dated January 29th, 1985 to advise the 
City of Mississauga of the following: 


a) Would the requirement for ambulance and police service be 
less with the implementation of a 911 service; and, 


b) If so, the savings which the Region would enjoy as a result 
of the reduction in these services. 


With the implementation of the 911 


Emergency Telephone Service, the 


Region of Peel could expect to receive many benefits including one 

simple number to be remembered in the reporting of emergencies in the 
case of the enhanced system - automatic location identification, co- 
ordination of an appropriate response to the emergency by the 911 
operator; and a potential for reduction in response time by responding 
emergency agencies. However, we do not anticipate a reduction in the 
services required by either the ambulance or police services. In fact, 
having a 911 Emergency Telephone Service would make us eligible to 

apply for paramedics which would mean increased costs (although ambulance 


is a Provincial service in Peel). 


In closing, while recognizing the value of the benefits of 911 as mentioned 
previously, I see it as a cost to the Region. There are no offsetting 


cost savings to service agencies. 


I think most would say that 911 provides 


more accessible service to the public and in that sense is more a service 
to the public than to the various emergency service delivery departments.

Thank you for your letter of February 19 with 
respect to 911 service. 


You will appreciate that municipalities raise 
their tax revenue from a capital tax on real estate. 
But it is people that use ambulances, require police- 
men and have emergencies, not real estate.

403 and Burnhamthorpe) and 
drew attention to the fact that the Hwy. 403 alternative offers most 
flexibility for providing inter-regional service while also fitting well 
with the findings of the Mississauga Transportation Study. 


= Within the Brampton/Mississauga segment, Mr. Norman discussed three 
basic corridors (Hwy. 10, Hwy. 410 and Dixie). Attention was 
drawn to the fact that Hwy.

Engineering and Works Department. 


Schedule 'C' of the Servicing Agreement for R.P. 43M-544 
(Noble Residential Subdivision) states that all basement 
elevations shall be a minimum one metre above the obvert 
of the storm sewer fronting the subject lots. The 
intent of this clause was to ensure that the basements 
would have reasonable protection against flooding and 
that the basement would be above the 25-year hydraulic 
grade line. There are approximately 15 houses constructed 
to date, most of which are below the one metre criteria. 
We have been requested to review this condition in the 
Engineering Agreement to see if the one metre could be 


lowered. 


A review has been undertaken by Andrew Brodie Associates 
Inc., Consulting Engineers on behalf of Anton Kikas 
Limited who is the Consulting Engineer for the Developer 
and he has submitted calculations indicating that a 
lower hydraulic grade line is feasible and still provide 
a 25-year protection. We have reviewed these calcu- 
lations and have also discussed this matter with Anton 
Kikas Limited and have agreed that the one metre 
restriction can be lowered to 0.7 m. Where the existing 
houses are below the 0.7 m the weeping tile are to be 
connected to the sanitary which is subject to Region of 
Peel's concurrence or pumped to ground in a manner 
satisfactory to the City's Commissioner of Buildings. In 
all new houses yet to be commenced, the basement 
elevation will be permitted to be a minimum 0.7 m 

above obvert of sewer.

Housing approved the Port Credit Community Improvement 
Plan which identifies and provides details of the proposed 
works in the area under CAIP - such as preliminary design 
and location of streetscape elements, accurate cost 
estimates of each project, financing and a schedule 
showing the phasing of projects over the four year 
implementation period. This means that the City can 
proceed with the implementation of the Plan. 


To proceed with project implementation, a consu!tant 
should be retained to prepare working drawings, obtain the 
necessary approvals from various agencies, and supervise 
the implementation of the next phase of CAIP projects. 
These are: the provision of underground electrical services 
and installation of decorative street lamps in East Village, 
electrical connection to existing streetscape elements, and 
design and installation of a town clock and historical sign. 


Time and money will be saved if the City retains the 
architect who was responsible for the preparation of the 
architectural components of the Port Credit Community 
Improvement Plan, Alexander Temporale, to undertake the 
above tasks, since he has completed related background 
research, a streetscape plan, and preliminary design work. 
He also has a good understanding of BIA necds, priorities, 
and City and Provincial procedures through previous 
involvement in Port Credit streetscape improvements.

COMMENTS CONT'D: It would appear that the Mobile Sign By-laws are serving 
their purpose. The Building Department Enforcement staff 
has on the whole received good co-operation from both the 
merchants and the operators of mobile signs. Mobile sign 
operators are gradually becoming licensed and the 
Enforcement staff has so far encountered no major problems 


in either enforcement or issuance of permits for mobile 
signs. 


There are however a number of discrepancies between 

Mobile Sign Licensing By-law 995-84 and Mobile Sign Prohibit 
and Regulate By-law 876-83, and these should be addressed 
through future amendments. At the present time, both by-laws 
appear to be working satisfactorily. 


Mr. Paul Kelland, representative of the Mobile Sign Association, 
has requested that the maximum permitted Mobile Sign area 
(presently 50 sq.ft.) be increased to 72 sq.ft. in order to 
accomodate a popular size of sign. The Building Department has 
no objection to this request.
